applionces .which were disclosed to viow. 
At length, the soarch for opium proving 
fruitless, at 5 p.m. we ont. off from the 
wharf and acon left the consolidated realm 
of Philip and’ Mary behind us, our vessel 
heading direct for the British North Borneo 
QOompany’s Territory on the N.E, vast of 
Borneo-viz,, Hlopura, Sandakan, whote we 
arrived on the 27th, after a most delightful 
passage of sixty-four hours from Iloilo, it 
thus having takon tne, including my deten- 
tionin Hongkong, forty-one days between 
this and Shanghai. : 

Tho miserable collection of bamboo and 
Nopa-loaf shanties, of which the so-called 
‘town of Elopnra is comprised, is situated 
in the Bay of Sandnkan; and when. the 
|firat settlers arrived there, owing to tha 
denso impenctrable jungle which . exists 
.everywhere, and which extends down to 
the water's edge, thoy were, in order to 
literally obtain standing-room, compelled 
to-drive piles into the foreshore botieon 
tho edge of the jungle ond the sea, This 
foreshore is mostly composed of mud 5. 
consaquently theso shanties are built in 
rows, supported upon rough saplings or 
bamboos, and are ‘elevated ‘just above the 
highest point reached by the tide when at 
the full, Thoy are cach formed of one com- 
partment only, of about ten or twelve: feet 
square, and ore fidored with split bamboo 
and framed with either bamboo or light 
saplings, The roof is formed of spear- 
shaped: leaves of about two foet long by 
two inches wide, which are: fastened: toge- 
thor by the stalks and sro kept down to the 
frame-work by imeans of bamboos laid over 
them across the roof, and fastened together 
at tho ridge by means of. twisted grass. 
Theso shanties are about seven fect high 
at the eaves aud eleven. foot from: floor 
to ridge... They have openings in dieu of 
doors and windows, and one side of 4 row is 
aeparated fromthe other side by about nine 
feet.. The flooring from one row is continued 
tothe oppositerovw, thisfooring constitutin; 
tho stredts, “under which tho tide obba an 
flowa.. Ali tradlopasses over this frame work, 
At evory step ore makes, the whole concern 
creaks and groans under one’s weight. The 
consequent nojge is, indescribable, .and one 
expartences at every step a feeling akin to 
that of passing over a dangerous scaffolding,

H.B.M, Consulate,’ Yokohaina, on Fob. 
13th, into the losa of the above-named 
vessol. Tho Court was composed of Rus- 
sell Robertson, Esq., Merchant ; Captain 
FE. Grandin, of the steamship Harter ; and 
Osptnin Martin of the bark Velocity. .

The Court finds that the British -barque 
Sattara of ‘Liverpool, official No. 47,501, 
Thomas Jenkins master, wae _attanded at 
Shirowa-mura, near Omaisnki, ‘on the 
south-east’ coast of Japan on ‘tho 13th 
January. last betweon clever and, twelve 
in the forenoon, whore sho has since been 
abandoned as a total wreck. \ 

Tt is contended by tho mastor, Thomas 
Jonkina, that: the stranding is attributable’ 
to an_orror in the chart which shows a 
depth of 3% fathoms at tho apo where the 
vessel atruck, also to an advergo ctirrant; 
he relies, too, on.tho ‘Sailing Directions’, ” ,; 
which desoribe the coast is being ‘ateep 
to, with no known off lying dangara,’ -

There was nota-sound, audI must own I 
should have been glad to have been in bed 
in my tent, and nevor to have seen such a 
sight, but, thank goodness, our suspense 
was not to last much longer. My two fol- 
lowers had suceumbod ; I believe they had 
fainted. - 

Watching intently, I saw glide across 
the chest of the dead man the head of an 
immense, rock snake; it was wider than a 
large plate across, aiid its tongue was lick- 
ing the corpsa all over, The movement of 
the limbs and the opening and shutting of 
the eyes were fully explained, My feel- 
ings of horror: disappeareil, and I watched 
the beaat's every, movernent, Digging my 
penknife into Chiniahy seat of honour, 

made him almost spring off the machan.; 
he, thought it was tho devil’getting hold 
of him at last, After staring like a mad- 
man for a while, he perceived the python, 
and was, if poasible, in a greater panic.

whenco wo could hear her breathing until 
sloso ‘upon daylight, whon it ceased ; and 
and with it I kuew either that she had 
erawled away or died, Whiting until full 
daylight, we deseended from our perch. 
We first sought tho tigress. Sho Jay dead.
